SOUTHERN SUPPORT 
FOR NEW DEAL 
AIMS SOUGHT

Washington. Aug. 9 i(ZP)— Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s forth-coming ad­ 
dresses in Georgia or elsewhere in 
the south this week are likely to 
a ttract more political interest than 
today's 
primaries 
in 
Arkansas, 
Ohio, Idaho and Nebraska. 
In none of the four states ex­ 
cept Idaho, was there any clear 
party challenge to Roosevelt poli­ 
cies, or leadership. 
The Idaho re­ 
sults probably will not be known

Shanghai, Aug. IO (Wednesday) 
(ZP).—Twenty thousand Japanese re­ 
inforcements were ordered today to

The troops wrere on their way 
from Hofei.

miles to the southwest of Anhwei 
and 135 miles 
downstream 
from 
Hankow. 
Twenty-five miles north of Kiu­ 
kiang 
Chinese 
forces 
assaulting 
Japanese at Hwangmel said 6.000 
Japanese were encircled but that 
Chinese could not dislodge them 
because it was impossible to bring 
up artillery In the flooded Yangtze 
valley area. 
Chinese also struck at Susung, 
20 miles east of Hwangmai, and 
Taihu. 35 miles north of the en­ 
circled town. 
With 
Yangtze waters receding 
and reinforcements on 
the 
way, 
however. Japanese were expected 
to intensify their drive on Hankow 
in tile near future. Japanese planes 
yesterday raided Chinese air bases

Milwaukee, Wis.— The cheerful 
chap across the table was the boss 
of a troupe of stunt performers 
billed as “Jimmie Lynch’s Death 
Dodgers.” At least once a week, 
sometimes more, he rolls over and 
over in an automobile, jum ps a 
car off a ram p— Just deliberately 
does a lot of things which look to 
this observer like spitting right in 
the eye of the old man with the 
whiskers and the scythe. 
“ How does a fellow like you 
happen to becol&e ‘a daredevil?” I 
asked. 
“ And w hat does a dare­ 
devil think about— or 
can’t 
he 
th in k ? ” 
“ Daredevil?” 
said 
Jimmie. 
“ T h a t’s a word I don’t like. 
We 
just don't use it around our out­ 
fit. Sure, there are daredevils— 
harum -scarum kids who risk their 
necks for the thrill of it— but a 
fellow like that is the last person 
I want on my pay roll. Once in a 
while one gets by me, but it does­ 
n ’t take long to spot him, and out 
he goes. 
Everything Figured Out 
“ But you’re called a daredevil,” 
I insisted. 
“ I know," replied Jimmie, “ but 
I ’m a safety first guy. Everything 
I do— everything anybody in my 
outfit 
does— is carefully figured

out. The stunts look crazy to the 
man in the grandstand. H e’d prob­ 
ably be killed trying any one of 
them. But most of the danger has 
been taken out of them. I’m prob­ 
ably safer rolling over in a car 
than you are when you go out for 
a Sunday drive. Either one of us 
can have an accident, but you’re 
more likely to have one than I am. 
“ The greatest single factor of 
danger is the same for me as it is 
for an ordinary driver— the dan­ 
ger of m aking a mistake. I elim­ 
inate th a t by 
being 
extremely 
careful. 
I 
have only myself to 
watch. T here’s nobody in the car 
to talk to me and take my mind 
off my driving-—no radio, no cig­ 
aret lighting and nobody else on 
the road I’m driving. 
"The only other serious danger 
factor is a failure. 
You 
are 
in 
greater danger of that than I am. 
because my cars are serviced and 


inspected more frequently 
than 
yours, and more 
carefully, 
too. 
Still, the danger is always there. 
The top may cave in, the motor 
may tear lose, my safety belt may 
break 
. In this business, you 
can't afford to trust to luck but 
you still have the feeling that luck 
is with you. 
When you get the 
hunch that it’s against you, it is 
time to get a desk job. 
Safety Belt’s The Thing 
“ Down in St. Ix>uis we put on 
our show in a neighborhood base­ 
ball park where there 
was 
no 
track. To get up speed 
for the 
stunts, I had to take down a sec­ 
tion of fence and run two blocks 
along a barricaded 
street. 
The 
first time I put on the show, I an­ 
nounced that I would make a- test 
run first to see lf I could get, the 
necessary speed. I made the run 
and was turning around 
to go 
back and do the stunt when 
my 


right front wheel dropped off. The 
axle had crystallized and broken. 
Suppose that had been a stunt in­ 
stead of a test run— !’’ 
“One thing gives me a big edge 
over road drivers. I wear a safety 
belt. If anybody asked me what 
would be the greatest contribution 
to safer driving by the public, I 
would say, 'Make everybody in a 
car strap him self in.’ Safety belts 
would save a great many of the 
lives which are lost every year in 
motor car accidents. 
People are 
killed or badly hurt 
by 
being 
thrown out of their seats, through 
windows or windshields or bounc­ 
ed around In the car.” 
The safety belt idea was the 
thing which started Jimmie Lynch 
in 
his 
daredevil — pardon me, 
safety— career. He was an auto­ 
mobile mechanic 
in 
Texarkana. 
Ark., but could see no future so 
he tried selling cars. 
When the 


autom atic 
clutch 
came 
out, he 
doped out a “ horse car” in 1933. 
He rode on the hood, steered with 
reins and controlled the car with 
a foot accelerator 
Barney Old­ 
field, who staged a stunt driving 
show at the Chicago exposition in 
1934, heard about ft and sent for 
Lynch. 
**Oa«y,” Said Oldfield 
While 
Jimmie was with Old­ 
field’s outfit, the stunt 
drivers 
had a bad day. Six or seven roll­ 
overs led Barney to call a meet­ 
ing and lay down the law. 
“ If you aren ’t more careful,” 
he said, “ I’ll make some of you 
roll ’em over on purpose.” 
That gave Jimmie an idea. 
He 
had never rolled over, but he had 
seen stunt men do it accidentally 
and noticed that they were bruis­ 
ed and cut 
only 
because 
they 
bounced around in the car. He had 
been in the air corps during the 
World W ar and that background 
made him wonder if a safety belt, 
holding a driver tightly 
in 
his 
seat, wouldn't make 
a 
rollover 
quite safe. Next morning he went 
to Oldfield and said he was will­ 
ing to roll over a car on purpose 
in the show every day. 
“You’re crazy, boy." said Bar­ 
ney, “ You wouldn’t live a week.” 
Jimmie 
explained 
about 
the 
safety belt and Oldfield said he 
could try it if he and his family 
would sign releases against death 
or injury claims. So Lynch got 
some good stout webbing, made a 
safety belt and went to It. 
“ It’s perfectly safe," he assured 
me. “You come out Sunday and 
ride with me when I Jump a car 
90 to IOO feet. 
I'll strap you in 
tight and you’ll get a big kick out 
of 
it— and you'll be as safe as 
you'd be in 
church. 
Safer— the 
chandelier might fall on you in 
church.” 
Am I going? Don’t, be silly! I d 
rather take a chance on the chan­ 
delier.

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States Work Together 
T 
HE relations between states are, 
like 
everything else, 
becoming more com­ 
plex. 
But as new 
techniques 
develop, 
some of these new relationships may furn­ 
ish a key to the perennial puzzle 
of

fields reserved for the federal and state 
governments. 
For instance, this fall a m eeting is to be 
held in Cincinnati of representatives of 
nine states. 
Those nine states believe they 
face a problem which concerns themselves, 
but not necessarily any 
of

states, or the federal government. 
There­ 
fore they propose to tackle it themselves. 
The problem is pollution of the 
Ohio 
river. 
Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, 
New 
York Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 
West Virginia believe it chiefly concerns 
themselves. 
Therefore, 
through 
mutual 
action, they will try to arrive at a plan 
where each state will 
control 
pollution 
within its own territory. 
New Jersey, 
New York, 
Pennsylvania 
and Delaware recently came to such 
an 
agreement on pollution of the 
Delaware 
river. 
Thus, without continual appeal to the 
federal government, a technique la gradu­ 
ally being developed for mutual solution 
among groups of states of problems which 
distinctly affect those states. 
The best way to 
prevent 
“encroach­ 
ment’* of federal power 
Into 
the 
state 
field, is by demonstrations like these that 
states are really able to get to grips with 
their problems and solve them.

HE savagery and horrors of war are too 
remote from the ordinary human expe­ 
rience of peacetime for the mind to grasp 
them with any degree of realism. 
You can’t very easily convey 
to 
the 
youthful mind the nature of warfare when 
there’s nothing in that mind’s experience 
to serve as a basis for comparison. 
I t’s a 
little like trying to describe an odor to a 
person who has no sense of smell. 
But if 
there’s a young man in your family who 
can’t get romantic and adventurous not­ 
ions about war out of his head no matter 
how hard he tries— and there are plenty 
around— you might do worse than to tell 
him why certain military authorities con­ 
sider the Chinese such good soldiers. 
One of the most valuable qualities of the 
Chinese infantry is its men’s ability to live 
on almost nothing. “ Few parts of China 
are so poor or so devastated,’’ a 
corres­ 
pondent writes, “ that he 
(the 
Chinese 
soldier) cannot live on them in the style 
to which he Is accustomed.’’ 
He’s used to 
grubbing. 
Another valuable characteristic of this 
soldier is his ability to walk all day and 
half the night and then get up 
from 
a 
short sleep and do it all over again. 
But the really priceless thing about him 
as a soldier is the fact that he never gets 
bored. 
He doesn’t care how long it takes 
him to get anywhere, he doesn’t care if he 
never gets there, he can sit in 
one 
spot^ 
forever with no prospect of change and be 
perfectly happy.

Washington, D. C.— The industrial revo­ 
lution of more than a century ago began 
in England and extended 
over 
Western 
Europe. 
Up until the World War Europe, 
as a Continent, was the leading industrial 
region of the world. 
A fresh survey made 
by the League of Nations shows that there 
has been a 
gradual 
change 
since 
the 
Armistice and that Europe has lost 
her 
pre-eminence. 
The development, is an im­ 
pressive demonstration of world evolution, 
of how' the processes 
of 
change never 
cease. 
No continent and no nation can be 
certain that it holds a permanent tenure 
of any sort of leadership, military, politi­ 
cal, or economic. 
The sceptre passes. 
This change has not come 
about be­ 
cause Europe's industrial machine 
has 
slipped backward. 
On the contrary 
E u ­ 
rope’s productivity has 
been 
increasing 
steadily. 
The c h a n g e has been brought 
about by the circumstance that other na­ 
tions, once considered backward, have ex­ 
perienced the 
industrial 
revolution 
in 
their delayed turn with the 
result, 
that 
they have drawn thb 
center 
of 
gravity 
away from Europe. 
The invention of the steam engine In 
Great Britain gave that nation a lead in 
the industrial revolution and that 
lead 
was held for generations 
With the spread 
of the division of labor, tho factory sys­ 
tem. to Germany, France, Belgium, 
and 
other European countries that continent 
became a vast, workshop, while the United 
States remained predominantly an agri­ 
cultural and pastoral realm. 
It was not 
long, however, before this country 
took 
the lead away from not only Great Brit­ 
ain but from any other single country In 
Europe or elsewhere. 
The United States 
became the greatest manufacturing 
na­ 
tion In the world. 
After the World War this trend -was ac­ 
celerated until now the 
United 
States 
does from 4 0 to 4 5 per cent of 
all 
the 
world’s manufacturing. 
It seems an in­ 
credible thing that a nation’s having hut 
one-sixteenth of the 
world's 
population 
should do well-nigh half of its manufac­ 
turing, but the League of Nations reports 
that to be the case. 
The fact that 
this 
country makes and sells more automobiles 
than all other nations of the 
world com­ 
bined illustrates the position. 
Germany, 
Great Britain, and France come next hut 
the largest manufacturing country among 
those produces only about one-fourth the 
output here. 
— RISE OF OTHER NATIONS— 
But tho United States alone 
has 
not 
been responsible for the dethronement, of 
Europe as the 
world’s 
workshop. 
The 
rise of other nations has 
been 
notable 
also. 
Russia, tho Soviet Union, can 
be 
classed as only partially European, especi­ 
ally since many of the new Industrial de­ 
velopments of that vast land 
have 
been 
located east of the Urals and that means 
they are in Asia. 
Under the Czars Rus­ 
sia did scarcely any manufacturing. There 
were some textile mills in Russian Poland 
and some factories in White Russia, but, 
in general, agricultural and pastoral pur­ 
suits occupied the people. 
In the last ten 
years Russia has increased her output of 
manufactures by more thnn 4 50 per cent. 
At one time it was thought that Russia 
would prove a huge market for American 
manufactures and during tho first years 
of the Soviet Union purchases of Amer­ 
ican manufactures were large. 
Recogni­ 
tion of Russia came about largely because 
many persons in authority thought 
that 
open diplomatic relations would unlock 
the doors of a wide market for American 
goods. 
The idea was 
mistaken. 
About 
the time Russia was recognized she 
had 
imported about all the American machin­ 
ery she needed and had learned American 
manufacturing methods. 
She had become 
a great manufacturing power herself and 
is steadily Increasing her output. 
There 
is no largo Russian market for American 
goods and, presumably, never will be. 
Japan, for so long a 
hermit 
country 
with none but small hand manufactures, 
has taken rank with the large Industrial­ 
ists. 
In the last ten years her industrial 
output has nearly doubled. 
In some lines 
it has Increased a thousandfold. 
Japan 
used to import all her automobile tires, 
chiefly from the United States. 
In just 
five years she reversed that situation and 
now exports tires not only to tho United 
States but to European and other coun­ 
tries. 
Japan used to buy enormous quan­ 
tities of cotton goods from 
the 
United 
States, Great Britain, and European Con­ 
tinental countries. 
Now she is selling to 
all of them. 
One of the amazing developments has 
been that of India. 
That broad, populous 
land which for so many centuries slum­ 
bered in Its sunshine and through its rains, 
alternately raising grain and 
enduring! 
famines, 
now hears high rank among tho, 
industrial countries of the world. 
Instead 
of being a country furnishing a vast mar­ 
ket for tho manufactured wares of West­ 
ern Europe, India has become an indus­ 
trial state herself and not only supplies 
much of the needs of her own people but 
exports abroad.

when a heckler yelled, “do they come from 
Wall Street?’* 
“I tell you,” yelled Cotton Ed, in re­ 
ply, “ITI place these flow'ers on the politi­ 
cal graves of Johnston and Brown.” 
— THE PEOPLE’S MONEY’S WORTH— 
That left Brown, a bald, dignified, con­ 
servative looking fellow, who is also run­ 
ning as a New Dealer. 
He, too, seized the 
President’s coat tail, promising to “bring 
home the bacon that South Carolina is en­ 
titled to.” 
And that ended the show. Just 
what statesm anship gained by it, one could 
not say. 
Just what effect it had on the 
outcome; one could not tell. 
But at least 
the politicians gave the people their mon­ 
ey’s worth, which is more than can be said 
of them during most of the rest of the 
year.

JOHN POWERS 
DIES TUESDAY 


Final Rites for Pioneer 
City Resident Will Be 
Held Here Friday 


Word was received here yester­ 
day by relatives of the death early 
on Tuesday of John Powers, pio­ 
neer resident of Escanaba, at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Jam es 
McCarthy, in M ilwaukee. He had 
been seriously ill for som e tim e. 
Mr. Powers was born at Mount 
Mellery. Bradford county, Ireland, 
on June 24, 1844 and spent his 
early years at W aterford in the 
south of Ireland. He left. W ater­ 
ford on March 17, 1863 for Liver­ 
pool, England, and the next morn­ 
ing embarked 
for 
the 
United 
States on the sailing vessel Consti­ 
tution. The voyage took three and 
a half w eeks and he landed 
In 
Now York on April l l . The cross­ 
country trip to M ilwaukee took 
four or five days. 
He visited with relatives in Mil­ 


w aukee for a tim e and during the 
sum m er w ent to Chicago where he 
was em ployed by what is now the 
C hicago and North W estern Rail­ 
way. It was during the sam e year 
that h e first cam e to Escanaba. 
W hen Mr. Powers first came to 
M ichigan he worked in the rail­ 
road com pany’s freight office on 
the old Merchant Dock. This was 
before the railroad was completed 
between Escanaba and Negaunee 
and between Escanaba and Green 
Bay. He was working in the dock 
office when the first locom otive 
was unloaded from a scow at Es­ 
canaba.

he built, a home on

Rivermen birled logs for years 
against each other before anyone 
thought of staging public exhibi­ 
tions. They birled for the enjoy­ 
ment afforded by 
the s p o r t and 
their love of in­ 
tense rivalry. It 
meant an oppor­ 
tunity to display 
their skill on a 
log; skill obtain­ 
ed from that ex­ 
acting tea cli e r, 
the drive. In the 
Northwest it was 
not until 1 8 8 8 
that the f i r s t 
public b i r l i n g 
match was spon- 
s o r e d . 
F r e d 
Wo o d I a n d, of 
Eau Claire, Wis., 
c o n c e i ved the 
idea a n d inde­ 
pendently carried it out with such 
success that it all but disrupted 
a Fourth of July celebration back­ 
ed by the business men of Eau 
Claire. From then on birling con­ 
tests met the fancy of the public 
and they became a part of almost 
every Fourth of July celebration 
in the logging sections. 
In 1892, at Omaha, Nebraska, 
a convention was held by the lead­ 
ing lumbermen of the 
country, 
and they brought to it. the best 
birlers from their respective oper­ 
ations. On this occasion, Johnnv 
Murray, of Eau Claire, Wis., one 
of the greatest log rollers that ev­ 
er pulled on a calked boot, wet 
them all and won the title of na­ 
tional champion. In 1898, at the 
Omaha Exposition, before 36,000 
people— the largest crowd ever to 
witness a birling match — Tom 
Fleming of Eau Claire, defeated 
Al Stewart, a fellow townsman. 
O— O— O 
At the contests held in Ashland, 
Wig., in 1900, many of the expert 
rivermen, beside the regular birl­ 
ers— Johnny Murray, Tom Flem­ 
ing, McElron, MacDonald and oth­ 
ers— brought their calked 
boots 
intending to enter and try for the 
prize money. 
Fleming went to Johnny Mur­ 
ray about an hour 
before 
the 
drawing of the numbers and said: 
“Johnny, we’re going to be roll­ 
ing logs here for a week 
if 
we 
don’t get rid of some of these riv­ 
ermen. Why, there are at least 
fifty of them here with 'quilled' 
boots and any one of them might 
be lucky enough to wet one. of us 
felloes;' H e ir ’s an idea. Why not 
take that short log of yours out 
there and take a few flips on it? 
That 
will show them what real 
birling is, and will take the heart 
out of them.” 
“ I f s all right with me, Tommy. 
We ll get all the rolling we want 
among the regular birlers,” 
re­ 
plied Murray. 
“ Good boy, Johnny. Give them 
.he works," said Fleming. 
Murray had the boatman take 
him and his short log out into the 
lake, where he mounted it 
and 
cleverly tipped it end over end for 
five minutes amid cheers and ap­ 
plause from the crowd lining the 
Ehore. 
This was the first time the riv­ 
ermen had ever seen a man tip a 
log end for end. Murray was the 
first birler ever to perform 
the 
stunt. The initial performance of 
it had been in 1898 at Omaha. 
When Murray returned to the 
shore and stepped out of the boat, 
be was greeted by Fleming who 
was wreathed in smiles. 
“ It worked, Johnny," 
he said 
excitedly. 
“ While you were out 
there doing your stuff, I stood by 
those fellows to see 
how 
they 
would take it. One of them said to 
the others

I n s t a 11 a tion to Avoid 
Repetition of July 2 
Incident Here 


The 
Mansitque 
city 
council 
Monday evening voted to install 
shutoff 
valves 
on 
main 
wrater 
lines both east. and west of the 
pumping station to avoid a repeti­ 
tion of the July 2 incident, w’hen 
the entire city’s w ater supply w’as 
off for a period of several hours. 
At. present when trouble de­ 
velops near the pumping station 
it is necessary to shut off service 
for the entire town in order to 
m ake repairs. This condition is 
serious not only from a stan d ­ 
point of public health, bu t also 
eliminates the city’s fire protec­ 
tion. 
A 12 inch valve will he install­ 
ed east of the pumping station, 
to shut off the w ater services 
for the east side, and an 8-lnch 
valve will be installed to shut off 
the w’ater service for the West 
side. 
The 
installations 
will 
take 
about three or four days, but can 
be m ade with special equipment 
w ithout eliminating w ater service 
in the community. 
The special 
equipm ent will be provided 
by 
the factory making the valves, 
and a factory man will supervise 
the installation.

th a t the president and his advisors 
adhered to th e Dem ocratic p la t­ 
form of 1932, upon which he was 
elected. He stated th a t the in dus­ 
trial production curve had dro p ­ 
ped from an all tim e high of 125 
In 1929 to 57% of norm al pro­ 
duction at the tim e of Roosevelt’s 
inauguration; it rose from 5 7 to 
100% in these first four m onths 
when the country was hopefully 
em bracing the sound doctrines of 
the D em ocratic platform of 19 32.
